And this is the Ruin of the Credit of Trade, 
as 1 fhall take the Freedom to fay more 
sat hereafter.

This has help’d on our running ourMone 
into Loans and publick Fonds, and has fu 
ply'd that Seock to the Government, which 
would othet¢wife have ‘been employ’d ih 
Trade ; for as 1 noted before, tho’ the 
Credit of our poblick Funds isa great R& 
putation to the ‘Kingdom: in general, an 
Honour to the Government, and particular- 
ly to the Minifiry, who have raii’d it to 
fuch a Head 3 yet I cannot fay ic is an Ar- 
gument of the Encreafe of Trade, but juft 
the contrary. 

This Difcourfe wift naturally lead meon, 
to what 1 promis’d in my Introdu@ion te 
this Volume, viz. To treat of Trade and 
Improvement, as the mighty Things next 
before us, for the making Brisain the great- 
eft and richeft Nation in the World-— 
But let me however end this Review where 
I began it, from whence this has been a long 
Digreffion. 

As Credit enables a Tradefman to do 
Wonders, to trade without a Stock,. truft 
others wich what is none of his own, and exe 
tend his Commerce to a hundred’ Times 
his Foundation ; fo has Credit wroughe 
Wonders for the Government. Who can 
blame the King of France for venturing @ 
War with the Conf. derates, believing they 
could never have exerted fuch‘a Force as 
they have{done ? If any Man of the {ublimeft 
Kuowledge in the World was to have bees 
afk’d twenty Years ago, if England could 
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go through a War, that fhould in 20 Years 
Goft her 120 Millions-Sterling, befides a- 
bove 30 Millions in Loffes at Sea, would 
he not have laugh’d the Enquirer to 
fcorn ? RR ; 

And yet this have we done, and are apne 
ing to have this War continue ftil, difdain- 
ing to talk of being unable to carry it on. 

Well might I fay, he that manages your ‘ 
Treafare.is the General of your Generals, 
and the Soul of the War AQ this 
‘is done by Credit, and this Credit form’d 
among our felves, upon the folid Bafis of 
honourable Compliance, and vigorous Cir- 
culation. : ; 
And thes I have for a Time done with 
‘ you, Gentlemen, as to publick Affairs. 
Aod thall a little tara my Thoughts to 
talk to you in the Language of Trade; the 
War is upon the Anvil, you are now em- 
bark’d, GOD fend you fafe a-fhoar; I 
fhatl wait che I(lue of the'Field, and cake a. 
Journey among ycur Shop-keepers and 
Manufadturers, with whom I have bad no 
Converfation a great while.
